More COPS? If So, Who Pays? 
Council Reviews Police

The Public Safety budget ac- 
counts for roughly 37 percent of 
total city expenditures under City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin’s 
proposed budget for fiscal year 
2000 (FY2000). This percentage 
is virtually unchanged from its 
share in the current year’s bud- 
get, although expenditures have 
increased. The budget was re- 
viewed at.an April 19 
worksession of the Greenbelt 
City Council. Councilmember 
Thomas White was not present. 

The $5.6 million public safety 
budget proposed for FY2000 is 
1.7 percent over the amount bud- 
geted for the current fiscal year, 
and 8.2 percent over this year’s 
estimated expenditures. Most of 
these funds ($5.4 million) would 
go to the police department, 
$41,500 for animal control and 
$54,200 for the reserve for equip- 
ment for the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad. 

Police 

The $5.4 million in police ex- 
penditures proposed by 
McLaughlin represent a 2.1 per- 
cent increase over the current 
year’s budget (8.2 percent over 
estimated expenditures). Current 
expenditures are running behind 
budget in part due to the four of- 
ficers authorized for the current 
fiscal year but not yet hired. 
McLaughlin did not propose add- 


Public Works Budget

The Greenbelt City Department 
of Public Works presented a pro- 
posed fiscal year 2000 budget of 
$1,688,200 at the Greenbelt City 
Council work session dominated 
by concerns about the possible 
purchase of a sweeper and the 
maintenance of playgrounds at city 
parks. 
The total budget proposal for 
next year represents a 7% increase 
over the estimated total budget to 
be used this fiscal year and a 4% 
decrease over the amount the de- 
partment was funded for this fiscal 
year. Last year the Council allotted 
the department $1,767,600 for fis- 
cal year 1999, $1,583,400 of 
which is expected to be spent by 
the end of the fiscal year on June 
30. 

Kenny Hall, acting head of the 
Department of Public Works, 
touted the fact that the proposed 
budget met the Council’s objective 
of “no increase in operating bud- 
get,’ and he highlighted the 
department’s extensive work reno- 
vating the Roosevelt Center with- 
out resorting to contracting out the 
bulk of the work. Proposed operat- 
ing expenses—about one-third of 
the budget—increased 3% over the 


ing any additional police officers 
beyond these four, but that could 
change. 

The Greenbriar Community 
Association (GCA) has proposed 
partially funding a city police of- 
ficer to patrol their community. 
Under this proposal, which would 
only take effect if the city ob- 
tained a Community Oriented 
Policing Services (COPS) grant,

the GCA would enter into-an 
agreement with the city to fund 
at least part of the remaining cost 
of an officer to be assigned spe- 
cifically to Greenbriar. The grant 
would cover 75 percent of the 
salary and benefits costs of a po- 
lice officer, which City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin estimates 
would be roughly half of the 
$71,850 annual cost of an officer 
once equipment costs are added. 
(This calculation distributes the 
$28,000 cost of each officer’s ve- 
hicle, and mobile and portable ra- 
dios over their 7-year estimated 
lifespan.) The GCA would pro- 
vide a place for the officer to 
meet with residents. Angela But- 


total budget to be used this year 
but decreased 2% over the 
FY 1999 amount allocated. 

Major Purchase? 

But a major focus of the work 
session on Wednesday, April 28, 
was devoted the possibility of a 
major capital purchase—a street 
sweeper that would be jointly pur- 
chased by Greenbelt, College Park, 
and Berwyn Heights. 

At least two of the three coun- 
cil members present also expressed 
their concern about the lack of 
consultation before changes were 
made to playgrounds in city parks 
that removed children’s play 
equipment and modified certain 
play areas. Other areas of espe- 
cially close scrutiny during the 
worksession included how to fi- 
nance construction of a new 
building for the Public Works de- 
partment and whether a contract 
with Fleetpro to service city ve- 
hicles was worth the cost. 

Hall proposed. the tri-city pur- 
chase of a $95,000 street sweeper 
as preferable to contracting for an 
outside vendor to clean the streets 
on a periodic basis. Based on the 
miles of streets in each of the 
three cities, Greenbelt’s would pay 
29% —or $27,550—of the cost of

ler, president of Greenbriar Phase 
III, said that the community has 
problems with a small number of 
residents and nonresidents and 
would benefit from having an of- 
ficer who could become familiar 
with the locals and the commu- 
nity. McLaughlin told the News 
Review that specific details of an 
agreement had not been dis- 
cussed. Dorothy Pyles asked 
whether the GCA would have to 
pay the officer’s salary while in 
training, or only once assigned to 
Greenbriar. But that may be a 
moot point. Councilmember Ed- 
ward Putens did not feel that 
citizens should have to pay any- 
thing, beyond what they already 
pay in taxes, for police protec- 
tion. He liked the idea of hav- 
ing COPS officers assigned to 
specific areas of the city and 
suggested expanding the pro- 
gram, though without payment 
by homeowners, to Windsor 
Green, Hunting Ridge and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Three Year Grants 
Mayor Judith Davis pointed 
out that the city would be re- 
sponsible for the full cost of the 
officers after three years. As the 
discussion expanded to cover 
more areas of the city, she sug- 
gested doing 10 officers and “no 
one does anything but pay 
taxes.”

purchasing the sweeper. 

The department also offered to 
house and maintain the vehicle, 
particularly because “College Park 
admits we have better mechanics 
than they do,” Hall said. 

Trouble? 

But some on the council pointed 
out that trying to share such a ma- 
jor expenditure with another juris- 
diction could lead to trouble. 

“IT am reluctant to support the 
purchase of a sweeper,” said 
council member Rodney Roberts.

New Law Benefits 


Lens Wearers 


A new state law gives contact 
lens wearers the right to obtain 
their prescriptions from their eye 
doctors for the purpose of buying 
replacement lenses. 

The doctor must now provide a 
copy of the prescription to the pa- 
tient or someone the patient desig- 
nates — a mail-order lens supplier, 
for example — within seven days 
after the patient’s request, and at no 
charge. The prescription may be 
transmitted by mail, telephone, fax, 
or e-mail. 

The prescription must include 
all the information necessary for 
the prescription to be filled, includ- 
ing the name of the lens manufac- 
turer, the type of lens, the power, 
base curve, lens size, the patient’s 
name, the doctor’s name, and the 
expiration date. . 

The prescription should be valid 
for two years from the time the 
patient was first examined. The 
doctor must give the patient a valid 
clinical reason if the prescription is 
written for a shorter period.

May is the month for planting 
the summer garden. Get prepared 
to plant vegetables such as toma- 
toes, peppers, and squash and 
flowers such as zinnia, marigold 
and cosmos. The several experi- 
enced gardeners I have talked 
with agree that the garden still 
seems on the cool side and annu- 
als should not be planted just yet. 
For now prepare the garden for 
planting and check out sources of 
plants and seeds. 

The dogwood trees and azalea 
shrubs are now in bloom and 
they are a beautiful sight when 
planted together. These plants do 
well in this area. Azaleas come in 
a variety of colors and dogwood 
in white or pink, 

A little jewel of a spring gar- 
den is right on the other side of 
Centerway from the Roosevelt 
Center Mall. Before you get to 
the underpass are a number of 
shade loving plants planted by 
the city’s horticulturalist. The 
dominant players in this garden 
are young dogwood trees and 
azalea shrubs. Two fine bleeding 
heart plants (Dicentra spectabilis) 


are covered with rows of hearts.. 


The bluebells have many com- 
mon names including wood hya- 
cinth and Spanish squill, and are 
very hardy. (They can be seen all 
over the oldest part of the city 
and also come in pink and 
white. ) 

The blue and white flowers 
growing close to the ground are 
the groundcover plants phlox 
stolonifera and phlox divaricata.

This garden is a striking dis- 
play of how beautiful the spring 
garden can be when a little plan- 
ning is done. These plants come 
back every year so that you 
would have color in your yard 
without having to buy spring an- 
nuals every year. Spring flower- 
ing bulbs are especially hardy 
and pest free. 

This garden is a great example 
of what can be done in a shade 
garden. Many bulbs, shrubs and 
groundcovers bloom in the spring 
in the shade. With planning there 
can be blooms for many weeks. 
There are also plants that will 
bloom in the summer. I see oak 
leaf hydrangea and hosta starting 
to leaf out. They will bloom this 
summer.

City Council heard requests 
for funds from volunteer recre- 
ation organizations at a budget 
worksession on April .

The Greenbelt Labor Day Fes-

bara Ransom. They requested 
only to receive the same amount 
of support as they have in previ- 
ous years. Council members 
commended them on all their 
hard work. 
Greenbelt Arts Center 

Representing the Greenbelt 
Arts Center, Mary Lou Fisher, 
Ginny Zanner, and Steve Cox ex- 
plained to council that a $500 in- 
crease is needed due to new rates 
and the necessity of saving 
money for their upcoming 
Shakespeare play, “In: the Park.” 
In commemoration of their 20th 
anniversary this September, the 
Arts Center will be performing 
shows from the past. They have 
a “quite ambitious” season lined 
up, said Zanner. 

GAVA 

The Greenbelt Association of 
Visual Arts (GAVA) has asked 
city council to renew its contract 
in September for two more years, 
rather than incorporate the pro- 
gram into the Recreation Depart- 
ment.

Roberts and Alan Turnbull, like 
Putens, believed that citizens 
should not have to pay extra 
for police protection. Roberts 
said that the idea of working 
out special deals for additional 
police protection for some parts 
of the city scared him. Roberts 
also raised the issue of whether 
it would be proper for all city 
taxpayers to fund COPS offic- 
ers to provide a higher level of 
service to a specific part of the 
city. The four officers the city 
will be hiring with last year’s 
COPS grant will be concentrat- 
ing on Springhill Lake, Craze 
noted, but that was based upon 
crime statistics and reflected 
putting resources into a prob- 
lem area. In response to ques- 
tions, Craze said that no matter 
how an officer was funded, in 
an emergency situation that of- 
ficer could be pulled from the 
assigned area. 

Craze said that homeowners 
associations contracting with 
cities for additional officers to 
be assigned to their community 
is becoming increasingly com- 
mon across the nation, but said 
that it raises a moral issue as to 
whether those able to pay for 
additional protection should get 
better service than those who 
cannot. 

Craze said that the patrol di- 
vision officers each patrol spe- 
cific beats, so that they become 
familiar with the area they are 
responsible for. However, un- 
der the GCA proposal, the new 
officer, if approved, would 
spend more time out of the 
cruiser getting to know resi- 
dents, although Craze noted that 
the department is modifying its 
performance standards to in- 
crease the incentives for offic- 
ers to contact citizens and busi- 
nesses on their beats. 

Staffing Shortages 

The department is facing 
some unusual staffing difficul- 
ties, according to Craze. Two 
officers have recently left the 
department (one to work for the 
county, one for the Secret Ser- 
vice). In addition, he said, 
there has been an unusual 
amount of absenteeism this year 
with 14 officers unavailable for 
long stretches due to maternity 
and paternity leave, sick leave, 
and injury leave. These ab- 
sences, he noted, have had a 
significant impact on police 
presence in the city. 

Craze said that officers from 
the stréet crimes unit were 
shifted to other duties to cover 
for the absent officers, leading 
to a reduced presence and more 
public nuisance complaints in 
the Roosevelt Center. The de- 
partment is currently interview- 
ing for the vacancies and a 
number of expérienced officers 
are applying. Such officers 
would require less or no train- 
ing depending on whether or 
not they were already certified 
police officérs in Maryland. 
Revitalizing the street crimes 
unit is one of his top priorities, 
said Craze. 

_ Roberts wanted more consis- 
tent bike patrols. (The street 
crimes unit does many of the 
bike patrols.) Craze suggested 
dedicating some overtime funds 
for bike patrols. Roberts sug- 
gested a permanent bike patrol 
unit with higher pay to serve as 


an incentive. : Craze cautioned | 
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that this would generate re- 
quests from other specialized 
units in the department for 
equal treatment, but Roberts 
felt that the physical demands 
and the increased exposure to 
inclement weather justified the 
benefit. 
Equipment Problems 

Craze reported that the de- 
partment is having “vendor 
problems” with the mobile data 
terminal system being installed 
in police cruisers as part of the 
department’s automation effort. 
The city is currently about four 
months behind its schedule for 
converting to this system. 

In a sense, that delay is not 
a problem because the state po- 
lice currently are refusing to 
allow access through mobile 
data terminals to their data- 
bases—the main reason why 
officers need the units. These 
units communicate through cel- 
lular telephone signals, (which 
is causing a significant increase 
in the department’s telephone 
bills) and the state police are 
finding that their system cannot 
handle the volume of calls and 
that there have also been some 
unexpected security issues. 
The chief is working with the 
governor’s office to try to get 
access earlier than the mid- 
summer target set by the state 
police. 

Other Issues 

Craze is proposing to study 
whether to “civilianize” any of 
the positions currently held by 
sworn officers. As presented, 
this would involve hiring civil- 
ians for certain positions now 
filled by sworn officers and 
putting those officers “on the 
street.” He noted that he 
would include the Fraternal Or- 
der of Police in this. study. 
The positions he would study 
are evidence technician, crime 
prevention officer and two ad- 
ministrative positions. Federal 
grants are available as part of 
the effort to put more officers 
on the street. He made clear 
that at this point he is only rec- 
ommending that civilianization 
be studied, not that any posi- 
tions be civilianized. Many de- 
partments that have civilianized 
positions have hired retired po- 
lice officers for the jobs. 

There are issues other than 
cost and the merits of having 
sworn officers in these posi- 
tions. Craze said that in a 
small department such as 
Greenbelt’s, where there is rela- 
tively litthe upward mobility, 
having these positions available 
to sworn officers provides some 
lateral mobility. 

One issue raised by Craze, 
turning Over major investiga- 
tions, such a murders, to the 
county for investigation, was 
taken off the table before he 
could even state anything (in-

cluding what he was talking 
about) other than that he did 
not support it. He felt that he 
should bring that option before 
council. Councilmembers made 
clear that they also opposed 
city police not handling their 
own investigations. Craze noted 
that the city’s rate for solving 
such crimes was significantly 
higher than the county's rate. 


Unmet Needs 
Craze also presented a list of 
items not funded under 


McLaughlin’s budget including: a 
voice mail system to handle non- 
emergency calls ($12,000), seven 
new Pentium computers to re- 
place the department’s remaining 
486 machines ($8,400), a multi- 
media projector ($4,500), a Juve- 
nile Detective PFC ($71,850), 
and a more advanced fingerprint 
detection device ($7,000). Craze 
joked that the last item was be- 
coming like the covered truck bill 
that appeared before the state leg- 
islature for 25 years before being 
approved, but McLaughlin 
pointed out that it was also 
Craze’s lowest priority unmet 
need. 
Animal Control 

The city is currently depend- 
ing upon the county government 
for animal control as the city’s 
animal control officer is on light 
duty due to _ disability. 
McLaughlin said that his office is 
not receiving calls saying that the 
service is unacceptable, but 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
said that he is getting complaints. 

Fire and Rescue 

Greenbelt Volunteer Fire and 
Rescue Department President Jay 
Reminick briefly discussed the 
need for an additional $82,000 
for firehouse renovations. In ad- 
dition to the $150,000 in renova- 
tions currently authorized, he said 
that a sprinkler and alarm system 
is needed, the apparatus room 
floor should be refinished and 
improved lighting is needed in 
the apparatus room. This request 
will be discussed further when 
council looks at the capital im- 
provements budget in more detail. 

Reminick also reported that 
the department has been unable 
to get funding for a new ambu- 
lance, which traditionally has 
been paid for by the county, 
rather than by the volunteer de- 
partments.

The city has installed two bea- | 


ver exclusion gates. One is below 
the dam at Buddy Attick Park on 
the swale which takes water flow- 
ing down the spillway from 
Greenbelt Lake. The other is in 
Greenbelt East on a stream that 
collects water runoff from several 
ponds and small lakes. 

The city has been advised that 
migrating beavers will follow 
stream channels to new habitats. 
The beaver exclusion gates are es- 
sentially barriers across the stream 
channels with gates that open to ac- 


‘commodate water flow. While the 


gates can be walked around, the 
beavers apparently lack the sense to 
do so and the gates impede their 
migration. 

Kenneth Hall, acting director of 
Public Works, advises that there is 
still beaver activity at Greenbelt 
Lake. It is expected, however, that 
the present family will eventually 
die out or move out. 

In other activities, the Public 
Works crews: 

— installed two new pedestrian 
crossing signs on Hanover Parkway 

— painted over graffiti on the 
Crescent Road underpass near 
Gardenway 

— installed two new signs at 
the Recycling Center.

The Horticulture Crew untied 
branches of new trees at Roosevelt 
Center, prepared plants for the an- 
nua! plant sale, installed new land- 
scaping around the Stream Valley 
Park sign, installed mountain laurels 
and azaleas in an extension of beds 
at the entrance to Boxwood and 
planted trees ordered through the 
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operations, they can break down 

every time you use them. They 
are very intricate with lots of 
moving parts.” He also expressed 
concern about finger-pointing be- 
tween the cities should the 
sweeper break down. 

“The investment outweighs the 
cost,” replied Hall, adding that he 
had a good working relationship 
with the public works department 
heads in both College Park and 
Berwyn Heights. 

“Street sweeping is something 
you should get in a city,” added 
council member Alan Turnbull, 
who said he had gotten several 
flat bicycles tires because of in- 
adequate street cleaning. “I am in 
favor of thinking about how to 
do it with more than one or two 
passes a year, but I am con- 
cerned about the mechanics of a 
joint approach.” 

Playgrounds 

Another controversial question 
was children’s playgrounds. 
Council member Edward Putens, 
who chaired the meeting in 
Greenbelt Community Center in 
the absence of Major Judith 
Davis and Mayor Pro Tem Tho- 
mas White, began the meeting by 
questioning the changes in many 
of the city’s and Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. public play-areas. 

Some of the most immediate 
changes included removal of so- 
called “zero-exit slides” because 
their lack of compliance with 
regulations established by the 
Consumer Products Safety Com- 
mission, the Americans with Dis- 
ability Act, and other federal 
regulations, said City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin. 

“Minimally prudent was a 
good description of the things we 
needed to do,” he said. 

Putens said he had received 
four phone calls over the removal 
of slides and Turnbull said that 
he had received more calls over 
the matter than any measure 
other than the failed initiative to 
annex Parkside. 

Fleetpro 

With regard to the Fleetpro 
service contract, Hall defended 
the $14,000 expenditure as justi- 
fied for providing “another set of 
eyes” to examine city cars and 
trucks on a regular basis. But as 
some city workers expressed their 
view that Fleetpro was “being 
sloppy,’ Council member Putens 
chimed in that “you’re not mak- 
ing me feel better at all” about 
renewing the contract. 

But Hall did have an opportu- 
nity to note favorable highlights 
of the past fiscal year, and all 
three council members expressed 
their support and confidence in 
him, his department, and the city 
manager. Among the accomplish- 
ments of FY1999 included resur- 
facing Breezewood Drive, 
Westway, Hillside, Mandan Road 
and Hanover Parkway, installing 
safety signs at local school cross- 
ings, and implementing a plan to 
protect the trees at Buddy Attick 
Park from beavers. 

McLaughlin said he viewed 
his priority for the Public Works 
Department as “maint:ining the 
quality of service that Greenbelt 
residents have come to expect, 
citing well-maintained parks and 
streets with a lack of potholes. 

Besides the proposed street- 
sweeper expenditure, another 
large proposed increase in the 
department’s budget includes em- 


ployee benefits, proposed to rise 
to $311,800, a 28% increase over 
the estimated FY1999 amount 
and an 8% increase in. the 
amount budgeted for FY1999. In 
total, the Public Works budget 
accounts for 11.2% of proposed 


. FY2000 Greenbelt City expendi- 


tures of $15 million.

The New Deal Café had a 
first two weeks ago. Chameleon 
performed in public for the first 
time. Who or what is Chame- 
leon you say? It’s a musical 
group made up of Bob Garber on 
clarinet, Dennis Jelalian playing 
bass guitar, Jim Kennedy on gui- 


tar, Amy Kraft with electric key- _ 


board, and Suzanne Luft doing 
vocals. Dennis and Jim also pro- 
vided their voices on a couple of 
numbers. What is their style? 
You could say it is a little bit of 
this, a little bit of that. 

They performed Broadway 
show tunes, big band numbers, 
the Beatles, and a Joni Mitchell 
folk song for good measure.

_ Jim Kennedy is a good guitar 
player and his style lends itself to 
folk and Rock ‘n’ Roll. Some of 
the music was written on charts, 
some of it was simply chords 
written on a sheet of paper. 
“Don’t Get Around Much Any- 
more” showed off Bob Garber’s 
good technique on the clarinet. 
The instrumental number “How 
High the Moon” was rough in 
spots. It could be they just didn’t 
get much of a chance to rehearse 
it, or maybe they didn’t have 
complete sheet music and had to 
do some ad-libbing. 

Overall, they did a good job. 
Bob, Jim, Amy, and Dennis can 
play their instruments. A wood- 
wind or brass player more, new 
arrangements, and time to prac- 
tice and I will look forward to 
hearing Chameleon again at the 
New Deal Café.

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Democratic Club Hears School Board Member

Cathy Smith, newly-elected 
Prince George’s County School 
Board member, spoke at the April 
16 meeting of the Eleanor and 
Franklin Roosevelt Democratic 
Club. Smith, who represents the 
4th district, was a last-minute 
stand-in for Jim Henderson, 
Greenbelt’s new school board 
member. Henderson was unable 
to attend due to a class that he 
was teaching. Smith briefed 
those present on school board is- 
sues and then fielded a number 
of questions from the audience 
including questions on funds, test 
scores, and student attitudes. 

Although Smith doés not rep- 
resent Greenbelt on the school 
board, she spoke knowledgeably 
about the learning curve of new 
school board members. She indi- 
cated that she was “tired of 
friends in Montgomery County 
looking down their noses at us” 
and when asked to run, agreed. 
She represents areas to the south- 
east of Greenbelt, including 
Colmar Manor, New Carrollton, 
and Cheverly. Until taking of- 
fice, Smith did not realize how 
“political” the position was, with 
many residents wanting actions 
taken or having an axe to grind. 

New Members Fight for 

| Teachers 

Smith, Henderson, and Robert 
Callahan — all new members — 
formed an alliance to fight for 
funds for additional teachers in 
next year’s budget. ‘Smith men- 
tioned that the county is “bleed- 
ing teachers”, losing thousands of 
good teachers every year to 
neighboring counties who pay 
substantially more. The proposed 
budget passed with more money 
for teachers, but that means that 
there will need to be cuts in other 
crucial areas such as: teacher 
mentoring and a reading recovery

Receive Grants 


Two Greenbelt-area schools are 
among eleven recipients of the first 
round of grants awarded by the 
Prince George’s Educational Foun- 
dation, created in 1997. 

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School was awarded $1,000 so 
that eighth-grade students may 
participate in a two-week pro- 
gram to increase the math and 
verbal scores on the Science and 
Technology Entrance Exam for 
those students selected for the 
traditional under-representation in 
the Scjence and Technology Pro- 
gram. (Coordinator: Reginald 
McNeill.) 

Greenbelt Elementary School 
_was awarded $464 so 12 teachers 
‘will receive training and materials 
to implement Literature Circles 
within their schools. Literature 
Circles are tools teachers use to 
improve reading comprehension.

program. She commented that 
hard decisions must still be made 
on which programs to fund. A 
county teacher stated that in her 
opinion new teachers are not 
moving out of county schools 
due to low salaries but due to the 
behavior and attitude of many 
students. She referred to “antiso- 
cial behavior” among many stu- 
dents and a “street culture” which 
does not value education. In re- 
sponse to a question about the 
possibility of an appointed versus 
elected school board, Smith stated 
that elected boards all over the 
country are under attack. She re- 
ferred to the vast sums of money 
that a county controls for educa- 
tion, second only to health care 
in the United States. Control of 
the money is a substantial issue. 
On the issue of low standard- 
ized test scores, Smith described 
the gap in minority achievement, 
income disparities and test scores 
as occurring nation-wide, not just 
in the county. Her aim is to re- 
focus on student achievement and 
teacher development. Teachers 
must be updated in their skills. 
Janet Parker commented that she 
is a volunteer at Greenbelt El- 
ementary and sees many problem 
areas such as children who fall 
asleep during tests and children 
who are enrolled in numerous 
schools due to frequent moves.

Friends Downstairs

“Are we going to visit our 
friends downstairs today?” the 
three, four, and five-year-olds at 
Greenbelt Nursery School ask ex- 
citedly. When Patty Bell reads to 
her preschoolers about the old 
woman and young boy from Mem 
Fox’s book, “Wilfrid Gordon 
McDonald Partridge,” they pick up 
the hint that this is the day to visit 
the seniors. They have been seeing 
their friends at the Adult Care 
Center regularly since the Commu- 
nity Center opened in October 
1994. 

During their visits the children 
sometimes perform for the adults. 
Recently they sang “The More We 
Get Together” and “Mares Eat 
Oats and Does Eat Oats...” to en- 
tertain the old folks. But most of 
the time the children just bring 
their puzzles, games, art projects, 
Lincoln Logs, Legos, or Play- 
dough. A former pastry chef may 
demonstrate how to makes leaves 
and flowers with Play-dough. 

The old and the young sit to- 
gether and play together and talk 
together. When the 30 or 45 
minute visit ends, everyone who is 
able joins hands in a circle and 
sings along with a well-worn re- 
cording of the “Together Song” by 


Hap Palmer. 
On special occasions the adults 
are invited to visit the 


preschoolers. The eighteen little 
ones may serve homemade lemon- 
ade that they made themselves or 
perhaps ice cream. 

The children held two Thanks- 
giving parties last year to accom- 
modate all forty. seniors. 

The intergenerational program 
creates a bond between the old 
and the young. The children learn 
about memory’ loss, walking canes, 
walkers, and blindness. The seniors 
relive their childhood. The kids 
lose their biases and fears of old 
folks. The octogenarians experi- 
ence the exuberance and joy of 
youth.
